Health Centers Closed 

The five Child Health Cen- 
ters conducted by the Commun- 
ity Health and Civic Associa- 
tion are being closed for several 
weeks. 

Miss Mildred E. Martin, Di- 
rector of the Health Service, 
states that this action is being 
taken upon the recommendation 
of the attending physicians at 
the Health Centers, who feel 
that due to the occurence of a 
number of cases of infantile pa- 
ralysis in the community the 
closing of the centers is advis- 
able as a measure of prevention 
and control.

Dr. Max M. Strumia, of Narbrook 
Park, Narberth, director of the Lab- 
oratory at Bryn Mawr Hospital, re- 
turned recently from a mountain 
climbing expedition to the Canadian 
Rockies, which resulted in the ascent 
of Mt. Oubliette, a 10,000-foot peak, 
which \yas one of the few remaining 
unclimbed peaks in the Rockies. 

The successful ascent was made on 
the second attempt, after the first try 
w^as thwarted when Dr. Strumio and 
his companion were only 200 feet 
short of their goal. A terrific electri- 
cal storm and a sheer ledge of rock 
put an end to their first attempt after 
being out 15 hours. 

After a day of rest they began the 
second attempt on July 27, which took 
them to the top of the snow and rock- 
clad crag. The ascent required 22 
hours. 

"It is one of the most diflficult peaks 
in the Canadian Rockies," Dr. Stru- 
mia said, *'and the hardest climb I 
have made in 30 ascents there. AVe 
were helped immeasurably by using 
modern equipment, as it would not 
have been possible otherwise." 

In descending the peak. Dr. Stru- 
mia and his companion used wdiat is 
termed "roping oflT," which is sliding 
down via ropes. One slide covered a

"There is much about infantile pa- 
ralysis that is not yet understood, but 
it is believed to be spread directly 
and indirectly from one person to an- 
other, much as other contagious dis- 
eases of childhood are spread. It is 
thought that one may even carry the 
infection without showing symptoms 
of the disease; infact, 'healthy' car- 
riers may be more numerous and act- 
ive in spreading the disease than act- 
ive cases. In a very few outbreaks, 
contaminated milk seems to have 
spread the infection. 

"When a child has infantile paraly- 
sis, he should be put to bed, away 
from other members of the family, 
the doctor called, the case reported to 
the Department of Health, and meas- 
ures taken to protect others, as di- 
rected by the doctor or the health 
officer. 

// Infantile Paralysis Is Near 
"If there is an epidemic of infan- 
tile paralysis or of other contagious 
diseases in your community, it is a 
good rule to keep your child out of 
crowds. Avoid the movies, theatres, , 
parties, dances, picnics and crowded I 
boats and trains until the epidemic is j 
over. Health authorities usually j 
agree that children are safer from I 
the disease when kept in school than I 
when taken from school and allowed 
to play in the streets or elsewhere, ■ 
though even schools sometimes arc ' 
closed for short periods to try to stop i 
the disease from spreading. Keep ! 
your child away from homes where ' 
there is sickness. If you have a yard, I 
let your child play in it.
